yj MBEDDED in a Christmas and 
Xt New Year season packed, 
as usual, with glittering 
specials and spectaculars, are a few 
nuggets of first-rate straight drama.

entirely comforting. It is also 
rackety, comic and tender. 

This would seem to be Frank 
Finlay’s fortnight. As well as Satur- 
day, Sunday, Monday where he plays 
a possessive Italian husband, com- 
plete with accent and gestures 
(students of body-language, please 
note), Finlay is the central figure, 
Charles Prendergast, of The Last 
Campaign on Tuesday, January 3. 

Dramatised by Hugh Leonard 
from Jennifer Johnston’s novel, The 
Last Campaign is a meditative, un- 
seasonable piece, beautifully directed 
by Donald McWhinnie and super- 
latively played by Finlay as an old, 
retired army officer, and 15-year-old 
Daniel Figgis, already, unbelievably, 
a veteran of Dublin’s Abbey Theatre. 
Figgis is the lad who becomes 
Prendergast’s last and most 
dangerous friend. 

Last Campaign’s outdoor scenes 
were filmed at Heveningham, on the 
Suffolk-Norfolk border. They per- 





fectly evoke the chilly beauty of 
Ireland. With a minimum of make- 
up and hardly a change of voice, 
Finlay gives his Charles Prendergast 
just the right quality of controlled, 
trembly dignity, somehow convey- 
ing shrunk shanks and a tired mind 
with little more than a wide hat, a 
walking stick and old-fashioned, 
beautiful tweeds. 

That mainstay of middle-road 
theatre, the well-made play, gets a 
deserved airing in Home and Beauty, 
one of Somerset Maugham’s best 
fire-crackers. His dissection of the 
relationship between Victoria, Fred- 
die and Bill results in wonderfully 
funny lines, gives actors a chance to 
be amusing in the upper-class way 
they so enjoy emulating, and even 
draws a little psychological blood. 

Three more seasoned practitioners 
than Felicity Kendal, Daniel Mas- 
sey and John Standing would be 
hard to find. The sets and costumes 
are lovely, not lavish but posh. 

The last Friday of the year ushers 


in The Professionals, a stinging new 
crime series from the fertile mind 
of Brian Clemens, Clemens, the 
man who gave us The Avengers and 
The New Avengers, now presents an 
unprecedented Gordon Jackson, far- 
crying it from Upstairs, Downstairs. 

As plain-speaking, gun-toting 
George Cowley, often in pain from 
an old wound in his left leg, Jackson 
commands and controls Criminal 
Intelligence 5 (C.I.5). This has been 
started in the wake of the Philby 
and Blake disasters which displayed 
poor old M.I.5 as hopelessly out- 
moded. 

Cowley looks for tough, hard men 
to deal with new, tough, hard 
situations. Two of his 40 special 
choices for his action squad are Ray 
Doyle (played by Martin Shaw) and 
William Andrew Philip Bodie (Lewis 
Collins). 

Three proved better than two 
for The New Avengers, and so they 
are for The Professionals, The series 
may not boast the leggy Purdey of 
Joanna Lumley, but it does offer the 
shining eyes of Martin Shaw. 

Going all contemporary with 
snipers, hostage kidnappings, hi- 
jackers and bomb threats, The Pro- 
fessionals should win large audiences, 
After all, Cowley, Doyle and Bodie 
set about solving the apparently 
insoluble, You can’t ask for more 
than that. 

Are You Stone-Cold, Santa Claus ? 
is the enigmatic, if Christmassy, 
title of a special half-hour play on 
Christmas Eve, Adapted by Roy 
Russell from Jamaican Rick Fer- 
reira’s short story, it takes a look at a 
seasonal custom through the eyes of 
a small black boy. 

The play, though, is not about 
blacks in specific jobs, that is, black 
bus conductors, dustmen or doctors. 
It is about members of one society 
adjusting to the new environment of 
another. The almost completely 
West Indian cast rejoiced because 
they were asked to show the prob- 
lems of strangers coping with un- 
familiar speech customs and habits 
with what, they hope, is a universal 
touch, 

A bit apprehensive at first about 
conveying West Indian problems in 
this particular. way, Roy Russell 
finally decided that writing. about 
Caribbeans was not so different from 
writing about Birmingham folk, 
since people are people everywhere. 
Are You Stone-Cold, Santa Claus ? 
is endearing, neatly told and has a 
nice final twist.

CHRISTMAS DAY opens with a film 
tailor-made to take you away from 
any winter blues: Robinson Crusoe 
and the Tiger. This simplified version 
of Defoe’s classic is a tropic island 
adventure in the best tradition of 
Swiss Family Robinson, with an 
amazing variety of animals (including 
the tiger of the title which is tamed, 
after a fashion, by Crusoe) and ex- 
citing action sequences including a 
hair-raising encounter with cannibals. 
Hugo Stiglitz makes a handsome 





Soft words from Witchiepoo (Billie 
Hayes) to Jimmy (Jack Wild)

Crusoe, while Friday turns out to be 
a little native boy, charmingly played 
by Ahui. The plot is fairly faithful to 
Defoe—not that such matters will 
worry holidaying children, who will 
enjoy every minute. 


DON’T BE DECEIVED into thinking 
that Young Winston (Christmas Day) 
is a political drama unworthy of your 
festive attention. From the opening 
battle scenes, in strife-torn India 
before the turn of the century, to 
Winston Churchill’s hair-raising 
adventures as a correspondent caught 
up in the Boer War, the exploits of 
the great man’s youth are rousingly 
recalled by director Richard Atten- 
borough and a stalwart British cast. 


Simon Ward’s port- 
rayal of the young 
Winston is quite 
faultless, even if it 
lacked the magnet- 
ism to make him a 
superstar. But there 
are colourful charac- 
terisations from 
Anne Bancroft (as 
Jennie, Lady Chur- 
chill), Robert Shaw 
(as Randolph Chur- 
chill), Anthony Hop- 
kins (as David Lloyd 
George) and espec- 
ially Pat Heywood as 
Winston’s loving 
nanny — while the 
spectacularly-shot scenes of desert 
warfare offer John Mills the chance 
of a sharp little cameo as General 
Kitchener. Watch also for John 
Stuart as Peel. It was his S2nd year 
as an actor in the British cinema. 


THE FIERY humour of Pufnstuf 
should mean a happy Boxing Day 
morning for most younger members 
of the family. H.R. Pufnstuf, as any 
child with a TV set and half a 
memory will tell you, is the friendly 
dragon on that faraway island who, 
more than anyone, paved the way for 
the success of the Muppets. Here, 
his TV series is extended into a full- 
length feature film. Mama Cass, in 
particular, makes a splendidly im- 





pressive initial appearance in the film, 
sitting in a gaudily-painted hip bath, 
surrounded by fruit, and singing 
Different, the best song in a very 
tuneful score, The in-human charac- 
ters sometimes come into their own, 
however, particularly with the advent 
of a cigar-smoking stove that looks 
and talks like James Cagney. 


FROM THE opening frames of Gum- 
shoe (Boxing Day), it’s quite clear 
that oné is in for a treat. The opening 
music (by Rice and Lloyd Webber, 
the Jesus Christ, Superstar men) and 
credit titles are both superbly 
evocative of those Forties’ detective 
thrillers which Gumshoe secks to 
gently spoof and, at the same time 
raise a respectful hat. Director Ste- 
phen Frears never loses this mood, 
from the moment one first meets 
Eddie Ginley (a marvellous perform- 
ance by Albert Finney), a small-time 
bingo caller and even smaller-time 
private eye, who dreams of being 
Humphrey Bogart, Elvis Presley and 
Dashiell Hammett rolled into one. 
His subsequent adventures on the 
trail of the Fat Man will delight any 
film fan with an affection for the kind 
of films whose atmosphere Gumshoe 
so cleverly conjures up. All through 
the story (cleverly-written and con- 
structed by Neville Smith), charac- 
ters respond to Eddie’s fantasies, 
partly because they know him, but 
partly because they find it difficult to

resist, thus turning fantasy into 
reality, You'll find Gumshoe difficult 
to resist, too. 


ALTHOUGH NOT as overwhelmingly 
popular as his first film (The Railway 
Children), Lionel Jeffries’ The Amaz- 
ing Mr. Blunden, which you can see 
on Christmas Tuesday, is every bit 
as good. The colour photography, by 
Gerry Fisher, is crystal-clear and the 
remarkably self-assured performance 
by Lynne Frederick, as the elder of 
two children involved with ghosts 
from a century before, is better than 
anything else in either film. Other 
memorable characterisations are sup- 
plied by Laurence Naismith’s charm- 
ingly mysterious Mr. Blunden, and 
Diana Dors’ wart-ridden house- 
keeper, a positively Dickensian por- 
trayal that’s rich, full and a complete 
departure from her glamorous image. 
The director himself provides the 
same rich supply of period charm 
that permeated and uplifted his earl- 
ier film: on this occasion it adds the 
vital element of depth to an exciting, 
imaginative adventure story, one of 
my favourite films of its year. 





DURING THE 20-minute, no-holds- 
barred car chase that opens Fear is 
the Key, also to be seen on Christmas 
Tuesday, it seems that Barry New- 
man is still carrying on the duel 
with death that he started in his pre- 
vious film, Vanishing Point. In the 
event, Fear proves to be a cleverly- 
plotted helter-skelter Alistair Mac- 
Lean thriller, ideally suited to New- 
man’s own high-pressure, short-fuse 
style of acting. Here he’s cast as a 
man out for revenge on those who 
killed his wife, child and brother and 
his hard-driving portrayal of the ob- 
sessed Talbot carries the film excit- 
ingly through to an equally thrilling 
climax, 400 feet down on the seabed. 


WEDNESDAY’S For Whom the Bell 
Tolls is a memorable film version of 
Ernest Hemingway’s towering novel 
of love and adventure set during the 
Spanish Civil War. Hemingway him- 
self felt all along that Gary Cooper 
and Ingrid Bergman were the right 
actors to portray Jordan and Maria. 
But—at first—Paramount could ob- 
tain the services of neither, so shoot- 
ing began in 1941 without the two 
stars. It was four degrees below zero 
and a gale was blowing 10,000 feet 
up in the ice-bound Sierra Madre. 
Technicians used electric pads to 
keep the cameras warm while director 
Sam Wood waited for the bomber 
planes to “attack” the mountain hide- 
out of El Sordo. “I will never forget 
that day,” he said. “A messenger 
struggled up the mountain to tell me 
that the planes were not coming. It 
was December 7, 1941. The Japanese 
had just bombed Pearl Harbor.” 
Filming went on until October, 
1942. And when the film was re- 
leased the critics reserved special 
praise for the performances of Miss 
Bergman and Katina Paxinou, who 
played the guerilla leader’s woman. 


FRANK SINATRA and Trevor Howard 
form an unusual combination (but 
one that works surprisingly well) in 
Von Ryan’s Express (Wednesday 
January 3), which was one of the best 
films aimed purely at box-office suc- 
cess that the mid-Sixties produced. 
A very successful mixture of The 
Train and The Great Escape, it deals 
with a group of Allied prisoners-of- 
war who capture the train taking 
them to Berlin, and set off full steam 
to Switzerland. And, incorporating 
the tenser situations from each film, 
it has the edge on both for sheer ex- 
citement. Sinatra and Howard turn 
in thoroughly workmanlike perfor- 
mances and, in support, Italian actors 
Sergio Fantoni and Adolfo Celi, as 
Allied-sympathiser and Nazi-sympa- 
thiser respectively, are outstanding. 
But the action is everything, especi- 
ally in the edge-of-seat ending.

F New Faces had been 
running 400 years ago, 
young Salomon Pavey 
would have been a certain 
winner.

Salomon was 
one of the children of London’s 
Chapel Royal who, together with 
the boys of St. Paul’s Singing 
School, put on regular entertain- 
ments. for Queen Elizabeth and 
her court. 

Some of the greatest poets and 
dramatists of the day wrote for 
the boys, and they even aroused 
the jealousy of William Shake- 
speare and his rival group of 
“Common Players”. Shakespeare 


called them “an eyrie of children” 
who were “most  tyranically 
clapped”. 


The story of one of their Royal 


Command Performances is told 


in The Ballad of Salomon Pavey 
(Thursday), a behind-the-scenes 
musical based on the little that is 
known of Salomon’s life. What 
will probably surprise ’you is the 
catchy music of the day—includ- 
ing 16th century “pop”, folk 
songs, hummable hymns and even 
a song written by Henry VIII. 
The “backing” is provided by a 
Consort of original Renaissance 
instruments, many extremely 
difficult to play, and glorying in 
such names as the sackbut, crum- 
horn, rackett and shawn. 

Salomon Pavey is played by 
13-year-old Londoner Jim Harris, 
making his first television appear- 
ance. It will be a real test of 
acting ability. When he was 13, 
Salomon was already famous 
for portraying old men... 





THE HOUR-LONG Just William 
special on Christmas Day shows 
there’s only one thing more likely 
to cause chaos than William being 
bad—and+ that’s William trying 
to be good. Devoting his Christ- 
mas to The Truth and High 
Moral Conduct is one thing, but 
truthfully telling people he doesn’t 
like their presents is not the best 
way to spread seasonal cheer.

THE TOURIST couple were over from Illinois and the 
Royal Mews at Buckingham Palace was on their list. 
He was a small man in spectacles, his wife was larger, 
and both trod gingerly along the row of manicured 
rumps of the Windsor Greys. Now and then you 
could imagine her thinking that the green and cream 
elegance of this lofty stable hall might do for the new 
bathroom. The gelding, Canberra, glancing round, 
looked as if he sensed this impertinence: there was a 
light in his dark eye which made you realise why a 
year or two ago all the horses were turned round to 
face their stalls instead of the public . . . because they 
sometimes bit people.

Fact 
is, Her Majesty knows everything 
there is to know about horses.”

éceam of spoiling her private en- 
weyment by directing more than 
the most casual glance towards 
hat particular gumbooted, head- 
warved spectator. Nor is she 
merely a spectator. She is rec- 
ened by the hard-headed racing 
fraternity to be one of the shrewd- 
et and most knowledgeable 
breeders of racehorses in the busi- 
sess. Which, as Ronald Spencer’s 
Gm, The Queen’s Racehorses, 
makes clear, is more a matter of 
good luck and judgment than 
money. 

“She knows a great deal more 
than most people involved in the 
sport,” says Peter O’Sullevan, who 
sarrates the film and talks to the 
Queen about the pleasures and 
problems of racing. “She takes a 
personal interest in all aspects of 
raining and breeding, and it is a 
very real tribute to her success 
that the Horserace Writers’ 
Association this year named her 
Owner of the Year. Like the 
eward to royal jockey Willie 
Carson of the title Jockey of the 
Year, it wasn’t just a happy Jubi- 
kee coincidence, but because the 
Queen has had one of her most 
successful seasons ever with 17 
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races won by her horses—Dun- 
fermline has never been out of the 
first four and was fourth in the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe. And 
because she has done so much 
for the sport of racing in Britain.” 

Ronald Spencer was originally

the first time it has been shown 
to the public. 

Even in this Jubilee year the 
Queen has remained continually 
in touch with her racing manager, 
Lord Porchester. During her 
royal tours, reports from the 
Royal Sandringham Stud and 
from trainers Major Dick Hern 
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< between the British monarchy and the horse . 
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Dunfermline, one of the ae 's 
most successful fillies this season, 
has never been out of the first four 
in all her races, and was a dual 
classic winner with victories in both 
the Oaks andthe St. Leger 

and Ian Balding were among the 
mass of papers delivered in the 
daily despatch boxes. And al- 
though she had to miss Dunferm- 
line’s classic victories, the Queen 
Mother stood in for her with 
zelish: racing runs in the family, 
and while her daughter concen- 
trates on the flat the Queen 
Mother has now notched up more 
than 250 steeplechase winners. 

Without royal patronage rac- 
ing might never have got off the 
ground at all. James I started the 
sport by deciding that Newmarket 
was the ideal place to run horse 
races. Charles I took a great inter- 
est in breeding from Arab stal- 
lions; Charles II went on to spend 
a fortune on betting and to win 
more than a few races as a jockey 
himself. 

The Queen today neither bets 
nor rides in races—save a family 
one at Ascot which she started as 
a girl and which has become a

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Epsom 1896: The Prince of Wales, 
later Edward VII, leads in his 
Derby winner Persimmon. In 1957, 
the Queen led in her first Oaks 
winner Carrozza, ridden by Lester 
Piggott. Last season she won again 
with Dunfermline.

was brought to Britain. Named 
after the British consul in Aleppo 
who had initiated the deal, the 
horse was called the Darley Arab- 
ian, and from this and two other 
celebrated stallions are descended 
all thoroughbreds today. 

Some 330 horses have now won 
under the Queen’s colours since 
her first winner, Stream of Light, 
in 1953. The sport is compulsive 
and by now a Royal tradition, but 
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probably for her it is primarily 
the horse and not the sport which 
is the greater fascination. Like 
other queens before her, especially 
Queen Alexandra and Queen Vic- 
toria, she rides whenever she can, 
usually with a crown equerry at 
Windsor but often alone at Sand- 
ringham and Balmoral. Her father, 
George VI, had a faculty for 
absorbing the essentials of a sub- 
ject with unhurried concentration 
which made him the best horse- 
man in his family, and his 
daughter has inherited it. As 
soon as she was old enough, she 
rode with her father, learning 
from him, as later she taught her 
own children. 

The Queen’s own riding horses 
are stabled in the Royal Mews at 
Windsor. Among them are the 
Canadian Mountie horses Burm- 
ese and Centennial, which, like 
many others over the years, were 
presented to her as gifts. Burm- 
ese, the black mare who still 
carries the Queen at the Troop- 
ing of the Colour, is also one of 
her favourites, and Centennial, 
still a young horse, was ridden by 
Prince Charles at the Silver Jubi- 
lee. Not all the Queen’s horses are 
necessarily valuable: Betsy, a 
mare presented by a local farmer, 
is humbly bred but no less loved. 
Old family ponies find comfort- 
able retirement at Windsor too, 
and some the Queen has bred 
from animals like Valkyrie, the 
Shetland presented by the people 
of the Shetland Islands and whom 
Prince Andrew, aged four, insisted 
on riding in a kilt. 

Maybe the closest most of us 
get to this relationship of mon- 
arch and horse, and by some 
alchemy thereby of monarch and 





people, is at the Royal Mews at 
Buckingham Palace. There is no 
doubt that the British are senti- 
mental about horses. King Alfred 
probably had an inkling that there 
was some emotional appeal about 
them when he started the trad- 
ition of royal horsemanship by 
appointing an official horsemaster 
in the ninth century. 

When Queen Elizabeth I 
made her famous fiery speech at 
Tilbury while seated on a small 
white palfrey, she was using ex- 
actly the same technique of evok- 
ing sympathy among the crowd 
that Edward I, 300 years before, 
had employed when reviewing his 
giant cavalry. And when Queen 
Elizabeth II, at the age of 21, 
deputised for her father at the 
Trooping of the Colour, she 
aroused in her people a feeling of 
poignant protectiveness which 
has probably never quite ebbed. 
It may have been a mistake of 
Edward VIII to drive in a car to 
open Parliament during his short 
term as King because it happened 
to be raining: no one could feel 
quite the same about him after 
that. 

In the harness rooms of the 
Royal Mews, among the gilded, 
jewel-encrusted saddlery from all 
over the world, is a small, much- 
polished but worn saddle which 
the Queen used as a child. There 
are jumbled family photographs, 
rosettes. In an odd way it has the 
intimate, untidy air of any stable 
tack room, the kind of place where 
an enthusiastic teenager might 
spend an hour or two rubbing up 
an old saddle, comfortably sur- 
rounded by the smell of horses 
and leather and dreaming of 
winning the Derby. 
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“One of the great 
spectacles left on earth” — 
the 3,000-mile migration of 
caribou across the wilds of 
Alaska.

urvival team 


lives up to its name

BIG GRIZZLY who didn’t like tents gave Survival cameraman 
David deVries and his assistant two very uncomfortable 

nights in the Arctic wastes of Alaska. 
While away from camp filming the migration of 
caribou for Monday’s Survival Special, the bear attacked 
the tent and flung it into a river—complete with more than 4,000ft. 
of priceless film showing a bear stalking caribou. Also in the tent 
were vital sleeping bags and survival clothing. They managed to 
salvage a sleeping bag and a parka downstream but were forced to 
spend two freezing nights huddled together under a makeshift “tent” 
made out of a piece of plastic. On the second night a storm blew up, 
but luckily the aircraft which had brought them in managed to land 
next day and take them back to their base camp in an Indian village. 

It’s unpredictable incidents like that which can suddenly bring 
disaster in the harsh wastes of the Alaskan tundra. 

In another incident one of the party was swept off his feet while 
crossing a river full of fast flowing ice. He was rescued half a mile 
downstream. “Before we could get to him he was blue and numb with 
cold,” said deVries. 

Their plane, which was expected within a few hours, didn’t arrive 
until the following day so deVries and a colleague stuffed the man into 


a sleeping bag, took off their outer clothes and took turns to snuggle up 
to him to prevent acute hypothermia. The man pulled through, but if 
the plane had been delayed any longer he might have died. 

The film is about the migration of one of the great caribou herds— 
known as the Porcupine herd, after a river it crosses—which winters 
in the Ogilvie Mountains in the Yukon and in spring begins the in- 
credible 3,000-mile journey back into Alaska to calve in August. 

The migration of 125,000 caribou is one of the great spectacles left 
on earth, says deVries. In the past, steamboats were held up for 24 
hours while a single herd crossed a river. 

No animal, says deVries, has a closer relationship with man. Some 
groups of Indians relied totally on the caribou for food and clothing 
as recently as 20 years ago. Even today many Indians prefer caribou 
meat and during the winter wear clothes made out of the incredibly 
tough hides. 

Although the caribou is not an endangered species there is concern 
about the future of the great Alaskan herds. One has dropped dramatic- 
ally from a quarter of a million to 60,000 in less than seven years. 

The herds need vast areas and are affected by even the smallest 
changes in their environment. With the prospect of more oil and 
mineral developments in Alaska the future, says deVries, is uncertain.

continued from page 85/that it was to 
let the water out. But why anyone 
should wish to go to these raging 
torrents at all was beyond their 
understanding. They had a healthy 
dislike for water, and perhaps rightly 
so, as the frail bamboo bridges 
spanning the rivers frequently col- 
lapsed, often with somebody on them, 

Each member of the team had 
extra responsibilities apart from 
just canoeing. John Liddle, a char- 
tered accountant, tried to take care 
of the porters’ wages but had to face 
regular strikes and demands for 
extra perks for carrying the cumber- 
some canoes over steep passes. John 
Gosling, who’s a catering manager, 
looked after our food. 

Everyone had some ailment from 
time to time, ranging from dysentry 
and the Katmandu bug to blisters, 
sunburn and frostbite. One of the 
strongest of the team throughout the 
trip was Rob Hastings, a teacher 
from Leamington Spa, who paddled 
consistently well even though our 
cameras often caught him upside 
down in his canoe. 

After establishing a world’s alti- 
tude record for canoeing just below 
the famous base camp of Everest, 
the team paddled off downhill, a 
journey of some 90 miles through 
some of the world’s most spectacular 
mountain scenery and dropping 
down more than 12,000 feet. 

The water was 10 feet up on the 
pre-monsoon level and soon turned 
mito a raging torrent with razor-like 
socks hidden just below the surface. 
The frail Fibreglass hulls were soon 
sipped apart and four canoes were 
lest in the first 20 miles. 

Losing canoes was not the only 
problem, for the Fibreglass repair 
it, taken to patch-up damaged 
canoes, had leaked its resin—con- 
‘eminating all the food. Nothing had 


escaped. Chocolate, powdered pota- 
toes and even the prized Dundee 
Cakes, sealed in Scotland, tasted of 
Fibreglass. 

At Namche Bazaar in the middle 
of Sherpa-land, deals were done for 
rice and dal. Chapatis and eggs were 
swapped for old water-proofs, and 
just to show its appreciation, the 
team left a battered canoe at 
Thyang Boche Monastery which the 
monks now use as an unusual 
chicken hutch, 

On an expedition as hazardous as 
this, accidents were inevitable—and 
the most serious occurred in the late 
afternoon on the seventh day down 
when Mick Hopkinson’s canoe be- 
came wedged upside-down beneath 
two rocks. 

Repeated attempts to right him- 
self failed, and with lungs near to 
bursting point, he struggled to the 
surface as his canoe broke up 
around him. For the next three- 
quarters of a mile he was swept down 
river. The water was little above 
freezing and his strength was quickly 
sapped by the cold. 

Mike Jones, the expedition doctor 
and leader, was already in poor shape 
with snow-blindness and piles 
brought on by sitting in a damp 
canoe. Ignoring his discomforts, he 
paddled desperately to the rescue 
and manoeuvred his canoe close 
enough for Hopkinson to grab the 
back. 

Twice Hopkinson seemed to hold 
the back of the canoe, but each time 
he slipped beneath the freezing 
waters, 

By then he’d been in the torrent 
for nearly a mile, and as he made a 
last desperate grab for the canoe he 
was swept out of sight as the river 
twisted through the forests of the 
Nepalese foothills. What happened

If he hadn’t done that I 
don’t suppose I would be 
where I am today, 

“But I. would almost 
certainly have gone right 
round the bend as a child if 
it had not been for my own 
father’s advice and com- 
monsense. For don’t forget 
I lived in a world of nothing 
but show business and my 
Dad gave me total reality. 

“He taught me about all 
the lovely things in life. We 
took long walks together 
and he introduced me to 
nature and to all the books 
I loved as a child. 

“It was my Dad who 
Persuaded me to go to New 
York at the age of 18 in The 
Boy Friend—when I didn’t 
want to go because it would 
mean being separated from 
my family with whom I had 
always been very close. 

“Although I had toured 
lots and lots around Eng- 
land, I was never more 
than a week or two away 
from home. I couldn’t face 
the thought of going to 
America for a long spell 
and not seeing my family. 
For at that time I couldn’t 
afford to pay their fares 
over and neither could they. 

“Tasked my father ‘What 
shall I do ?’ He said: ‘Look, 
the show could be an ab- 
solute flop and you would 
only be away a few weeks— 
but you would have had a 
marvellous experience. If 
the show is a success you'll 
be able to afford to have us 
over. I think you should go.” 

“So I went—but only for 
@ year instead of the two 
they wanted me to do. That 
decision was a turning point 
in my life. In that year in 
New York I first began to 
grow up. That’s when my 
life first began to open out.” 

That visit was important 
for another reason. 
Through signing only a 

year’s contract with The 
Boy Friend, she was free to 
take the part of Eliza in 
My Fair Lady when it was 
offered—and that changed 
her life. 

But it nearly did not 
happen, for she could not 
get to grips with the part of 
Eliza and was in danger of 






















being replaced. Finally, the 
show’s producer locked 
himself and her in a de- 
serted theatre for 48 hours 
in a desperate bid to get her 
to play the role properly.

not having a normal child- 
hood? “Well, it certainly 
wasn’t a normal existence,” 
she said, “but at the time I 
had no idea that it wasn’t 
anything but wonderful. It 
is only in retrospect that 
you realise it was not per- 
haps as it should have been. 
However, I can’t honestly 
say it was wrong. 

“‘My parents did all that 
they could to make me 
happy. Certainly my 
mother was terribly aware 
that I ought to be brought 
up sensibly. And she really 
slapped me down when I 
got too big for my boots— 
and I thank her for that. 
The only part of my teens I 
did not like was the touring. 
I needed a sense of stability 
and constantly being in a 
different town each week I 
found disturbing.” 

The other traumatic 
period in her life was when 
her nine-year marriage to 
her childhood sweetheart, 
Tony Walton, broke up in 
1968. “It was a very painful 
time,” she says. “When I 
married Tony I thought it 


would last forever. But he 
had his career and I had 
mine and we let ourselves 
drift apart. People don’t in- 
tend to be cruel or hurtful.” 

Now she has been mar- 
ried for eight years to film 
producer Blake Edwards. 
They live in a chalet above 
Gstaad in Switzerland with 
Miss Andrews’ daughter, 
Emma, 15, Edwards’ son 
Jeff, 18, (an older daughter 
is married) and two adopted 
Vietnamese war orphans 
who are called Amy Leigh 
and Joanna Lyn. 

Her husband says: “She 
is very much domesticated. 
I think she almost prefers 
it to her career.” 

Mrs. Edwards herself 
admits: “Pleasure for me is 
being mostly with the 
family. Once I did not work 
for two long years’ without 
feeling any urge to sprout 
into show business again. 

“Retire? I hope I will 
never be forced into a 
decision one way or the 
other. If I can emerge from 
my home a few times a year 
I’m happy. I enjoy work- 
ing. I complain and get 
grumpy when rehearsal 
halls are filthy and it’s cold 
and you have to get up too 
early—but when the pro- 
duct finally emerges, I’m 
happy.” 

Complain? Grumpy? 
That does not sound like 
Julie Andrews, the sweet- 
faced goody-goody every- 
one knows from her films. 
How true is that popular 
image ? 

Her husband says: 
“Those qualities are there, 
yes. She is one of the 
most unusual human beings 
I’ve ever known. She’s 
totally honest and above 
deceit.” 

Such praise would make 
even Mary Poppins blush.
